Albany. N. T., Aug. 8, midnight.—{Special.] 
After fifteen hours, during which hundreds 
of men have labored constantly, it still is 
utiknown how many persons lost their lives 
in the collapse of John G. Myers & Co.'s big 
Gepartment store this morning. Of the 400 
employés on the payroll, three-quarters of 
whom were women and children, more than 
@ hundred temporarily or were 
buried in the débris.

Many Miraculous Escapes.

Within three minutes after the first cries 


(of alarm were heard a section of the builld- 


fae from cellar to roof, 64x100 feet, had col- 
lapsed, and all four floors, heavily laden with 
goods, and the roof had plunged into the 
basement. | 

The scenes which followed were horrifying. 
Many thought the building had been blown 
up by an explosion. Numbers of employés 
were too stunned by the shock to move. 
They had to be forced on out of the build- 
ing. Those who kept their presence of mind 
quickly choked the back fire escapes and the 
fromt entrances. Many found themselves 
out on the street, not knowing how they got 
there or why they were there. 

Then duickly came a realizing sense of the 
Sisaster and death which had followed in the 
wake of the shock.

Some ot the mourners, the official ones cer- 
tainly, have received more consideration 
Since 1908 many of

To prevent all travel to and from New 
Orleans is not nearly enough to satisfy some 
of the neighboring towns.

Alabama, Arkansas, Mississippi, Tennes- 
see, and Texas have quarantined New Or- 
leans.

Passenger coaches from 
New Orleans are not allowed to enter the 
state of Alabama. At the state line passen- 
gers must change cars. Passengers bearing

‘public health service, granted after five days 


in the detention camps, are turned back by 
the health authorities of Mississippi. 
Louisiana, in order to avoid being quar- 
antihed, has imposed quarantine on her own 
‘chief city. It is noteworthy that some of 
the quarantines have been imposed contrary 
to the advice of health boards. Memphis and 
Chattanooga have not been restrained by 
medical advice. In Baton Rouge, the capital 
of Louisiana, the medical members of the 
board of health resigncd because their views 
were publicly denounced by a large mas 


In -Texas all the possibilities of sanitary 
government, for good or evil, are intrusted 
to one medical man, and he has aimed at 
New Orleans a kind of quarantine that is 

described as rabid. Hardly less fer 
cicus is the quarantine by Mississippi, for 
which Gov. Vardaman is the official sponsor. 
Those who are not firmly rooted in their be- 
lief that humane impulse is a dominant pow- 
er in modern civilization should turn their 
backs to the south until this fourteenth 
‘century spectacle: is out.

In 1862 Gen. Benjamin F. Butler gave New 
jeans such a cleaning up as the city never 
had before nor since. Like the Cuban insur 
gents, the people of New Orleans relied upon 
Gens. Junia, Julio, and Agosto” to put 
their foes to rout, and it was in preparation 
for these adversaries that Butler removed 
fabulous amounts of filth 

Of his claims to admiration, there were few 
which Butler himself admired more than hiv 
sanitary operations in New Orleans. So late 
as 1888 he published In the North Americas 
Review an account of how he saved bis 
troops and the city of New Orleans from yer 
low fever in 1868. It is not certain that be 
ever saw a case of yellow fever, but he pro 
fessed to have been a profound student of the 
disease. 

The theory: of infectious diseases 
confirmed to a nicety his views of the origin 
and transmission of yellow fever, and in 188 
he considered it his duty to publish his m4- 
tured convictions. The medical science of 
1888 supplied him with two facts. He was in 
possession of these facts long before, but 
1888 he considered them established in medi 
cal science, 


Of these the first was 
that the cause of malarial fever is always 
generated In the presence, and never in.the 
absence, of decaying vegetable mater. The 
other is, that typhoid fever is always gene“ 
rated in the presence, and never in the 
absence, of putrefying animal matter. Yelk 
low fever, he said, never appears where only 
vegetable decay or only animal decay is pres 
ent, but requires, as a sine qua non, both 
sorts of decaying refuse. In an atmosphere 
charged with both malarial and typhoi@ 
germs, and not elsewhere, he says, the yer 


‘low fever germ will grow. 


By proceeding on this theory, Gen. Butler 
believed it possible to prevent yellow fever 
everywhere. Among his numerous observe 
tions but one seemed not to fulfill the con- 

tions of his theory, and this one at last gave 
up its secret. Yellow fever appeared in & 
wild and sparsely séttied. district, where 
vegetable decay abounded, but anima! refuge 
could not be discovered. 

The mystery was finally solved when the 
general learned that a number of cattle had 
died in the district and their bodies had been 
deposited in a shallow pond. This pond was 
the focus of infection. Gen. Butler's ap-
